FAMILY RECORD ACCURACY 
by GARY D. ALLRED 
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As a laaiiy organization 
ility no see chat our recor 
we possiDiy can have them. 

During recent trips ro t 
in Salt Lake, I have worked 
stations on the Ancestral Files. I accessed the 
files of many of our ancestors. What I found was 
most distressing. The Ancestral File records are 
a compilation of every record sent in. If I 
spell the name different from you or have a dif¬ 
ferent date, the computer sees that as two dif¬ 
ferent people and enters information for two 
people. 

A prime example is the Family Group Record on 
William Allred and Elizabeth Thrasher. This - 
sheet shows four children by the name of Sarah 
born about 1779/1765 and about 1779 and about 
1782 and 3 May 1788-6. We also have three child¬ 
ren named Mary. It is easy to see that these are 
from several .different people submitting infor¬ 
mation that does not agree. 

If every family group record is in the same 
condition as the record' of William and Elizabeth, 
we have our work cut out for us. 

It is the responsibility of the FAMILY to 
find and document the correct information of 
each person on a family record and as a FAMILY 
ORGANIZATION, submit the corrected sheet for the 
Ancestral File in the Genealogy Library. 

As the family organization grows, we will 
need lots of help in researching and document¬ 
ing our family records. If anyone has copies of 
documents on family members, please make copies 
for the Genealogy Committee and forward them to 
your family rep. or the President of the Family 
Organization, the editor of the newsletter or me- 
Help us to compile the correct information with 
documentation to back it up. 

Lets coordinate our research and 
records as a Family Organization.

ALLDRED, AS QUEEN OF ENGLAND. ALLDRED SEEMED TO HAVE BEEN A MAN OF 
HIGH MORAL AND RELIGIOUS PRINCIPLES AND OF VERY ACUTE SENSIBILITIES. 

HE IS SAID TO HAVE DIED OF GRIEF AND VEXATION AT WILLIAMS TYRANNY OVER 
HIS ENGLISH SUBJECTS AND TO HAVE LEFT HIS MALEDICTION UPON HIM FOR THE 
UTTER VIOLATION OF HIS CORONATION OATHS. AT WILLIAM'S DEMAND, ALDREDS 
MINISTERY WAS DESTROYED BY FIRE. HE DIED SEPTEMBER,11,1069. 

ACCORDING TO TRADITION IN THE FAMILY, THE FIRST PEOPLE WITH THE 
ALLRED NAME IN AMERICA WERE FOUR BROTHERS WHO CAME FROM ENGLAND LONG 
BEFORE THE REVOLUTIONARY WAR. THEY WERE SAID TO HAVE COME FROM OLD 
ENGLISH STOCK. 

PEOPLE WHO ARE INORDINATELY PROUD OF THEIR LINAGE OUGHT TO HEED 
RING LARDNER'S OBSERVATIONS, "THE FAMILY YOU COME FROM ISN'T NEARLY AS 
IMPORTSNT AS THE FAMILY YOU'RE GOING TO HAVE." 

BUT BE THAT AS IT MAY, IT'S AWFULLY INTERESTING TO FIND OUT WHAT 
AND WHOM YOUR ANCESTORS WERE, GOOD OR BAD.

A couple of years ago I attended my first family 
reunion in about J>0 years. Twice before as a child 
I went to reunions with ay parents and had the best 
tine. At Lehi reunion (1957) I had a chance to re¬ 
acquaint myself with wonderful people I hadn't seen 
since childhood. 

I did an informal survey and found out that 
everyone was having a rood time and wanted to have 
another reunion. The only complaints I heard cent¬ 
ered around prior notification. Some folks didn't 
hear about the reunion in time to attend and many 
were not able to receive a copy of Dawnell Hatton 
Griffin's book "HISS THE 3A3IE5 FOR ME" for the 
same reason. 

As a computer programmer it was clear that 
having family names in a computer would allow re¬ 
union organizers, family boot: publishers and the 
like to easily contact everyone in plenty of time. 

It also seemed to me that a family newsletter 
would be the best way to open and maintain the 
lines of communication. We could notify family 
members of related activities and also promote the 
data collection effort so that in the future All 
family members would have the opportunity to par¬ 
ticipate. 

I managed to get a copy of the reunion sign in 
sheet and input what I could decypher into my 
c omputer. 

Not much was done with the orininal list until 
Dawnell Griffin gave me some computer disks which 
she and Gary Allred had prepared. These disks con¬ 
tained about 1100 names (no addresses) of the de¬ 
scendants of Ephriam L. Allred. I converted the 
disks and merged them with the addresses of re¬ 
union attendees. I sent out partial descendants 
charts to those with addresses requesting they 
"fill in the blanks". What I am getting back are 
the names, addresses, birth/death dates, phone 
numbers, divorces etc. of their most immediate 
family. This in turn leads to contact with other 
family members not in our files and so on..... 

In August 1989 I attended a reunion of the Louis 
E. Allred family (my uncle) in Vernal Utah and 
collected more names and addresses. 

After the reunion I met with Dawnell Griffin and 
she gave me a box of descendants charts which had 
not been computer input. 

About 10 years ago her brother-in-law Lloyd 
Morey went to the Genealogy Library in Salt Lake 
City and spent a week copying descendants charts 
for all the Allreds he could find. 


The requests for information continues. 

I received a copy of "ALLRED IMMIGRANTS AND WORLD¬ 
WIDE DESCENDANTS" which contains over ?,000 names and 
addresses taken from public records (phone books, 
vehicle registrations etc.). 

These names will be input into the computer into 
seperate files and by correspondence we will in¬ 
crease the family roster greatly..time, money and 
manpower permitting. 

Once all these people are contacted and we get 
their information, the total count may rise to 70,000 
or 100,000. 

Our book "THE ALLRED FAMILY ROSTER" is intended to 
be a continuing effort. With the aid of computers 
and participation of family members the list will 
continue to grow and we have the capability to pro¬ 
duce books on demand. 

This means you may buy a book now and a week, a 
month, or a year later, buy another book with new and 
updated information. 

while growing up, there was always someone com¬ 
piling names for one reason or another which seemed 
to be a great duplication of effort.
